Never before has dental science had 
so many effective weapons for the pro- 
tection of children’s teeth. But none of 
them will help much unless parents do 
their part. 

“There is little excuse for the appall- 
ing statistics on dental disease,” says Dr. 
George W. Teuscher, dean of Northwest- 
ern university dental school and pres- 
ident of the Chicago Dental society. “The 
problem now is putting knowledge into 
action.” 

The most obvious way in which par- 
ents can help put this knowledge into 
action is by seeing that regular dental 
inspections begin at an early age—even 
before the first teeth are completely in. 
Parents should also know about the way 
teeth develop, and about the bearing of 
oral hygiene and proper diet on later 
dental health. 

“It is very important that the first teeth 
be kept in good functioning condition, 
free of cavities and infection,” Dr. Teu- 
scher says. “This is the best assurance 
that your child’s permanent teeth will be 
strong and healthy.” 

The four central incisors usually be- 
gin to appear about midway in the in- 
fant’s first year. A few months later, the 
four lateral incisors come in at either 
side of the central teeth. Nature skips 
a few spaces to shape the jaw—then, at 
a year to 16 months, adds the back teeth, 
or molars. The cuspids gradually fill in 
the line, and the second molars arrive 
at about 2 years of age. 

Dentists emphasize the importance of 
caring for the first permanent molars, 
which emerge at age 5 or 6 and which 
do not replace any of the first teeth but 
come in behind them. These teeth, some- 


times called “the keystone of the dental 
arch,” are vital to the structure of the 
mouth, the alignment of other teeth, and 
the contour of the face. They will not 
be replaced if lost. 

Some of the most important protec- 
tive measures that parents can insist on 
relate to oral hygiene and diet. 

Dr. Teuscher lists three simple but 
important ways of helping to prevent 
tooth decay. One is a careful cleansing 
immediately after eating. Use a good 
tooth brush and rinse the mouth thoroly. 
The rinsing is just as valuable as the 
brushing, because it removes deposits 
of soluble sugars and starches. An acid 
capable of attacking enamel is formed 
by bacteria acting on the sugars and 
refined starches on the surface of the 
teeth. 

A second method is to avoid excessive 
intake of candy, soft drinks, ice cream, 
cookies, and other confections that con- 
tain large amounts of sugar. 

The third weapon, and the only one 
not under direct parental. control, is 
fluoridation of community water sup- 
plies. Fluoridation has reduced dental 
decay by as much as 65 per cent, and 
its value has been proved beyond ques- 
tion, especially when the drinking of 
fluoridated water is begun in early in- 
fancy. At that time, even before the 
first incisors emerge, the fluorides are 


being incorporated in the enamel. 


“Fluoride has a close affinity for cal- 
cium,” Dr. Teuscher says. “It will kick 
aside any other association to get at a 
calcium molecule, but it is less able to 
do this if the teeth are not really clean. 
Most people don’t brush their teeth 
thoroly enough.”

Health” and in the afternoon session, Dr. 
Byron S. Hollinshead, Director, Survey of 
Dentistry, will give an interim report on 
the Survey entitled, “A Look at the Fu- 
ture of the Dental Profession.” The 
Council is most gratified to be able to 
present these two significant reports as a 
part of its regular Congress program and 
is sure that everyone having: a primary 
interest in the future of dental education 
and licensure will want to hear them. 

As in the past, the Council expects that 
‘audience participation in the discussions 
following the presentation of papers will 
be a major and significant part of the 
meeting. Two “commentators” have been 
assigned to present a 10-minute review 
and discussion of each of the remaining 
four papers. Through the use of these 
“commentators” it is expected that the 
general audience will be challenged to 
join in the discussion that is provoked 
by the views and thoughts of the principle 
speakers. 

We are sure you will agree that the 
program planned for the Fifteenth Con- 
gress will be an interesting and stimulat- 
ing one and that you will want to make 
plans to attend the February 7 meeting 
to help make it an even greater success 
than the previous programs have been.

It is our sincere hope and prayer that it never bacelin: your unfortunate duty 
to have to identify one of your patients whom disaster has struck; yet should 
this happen you may be of tremendous service to those who have been left be- 
hind because you have kept accurate dental records.
